of tho State of Ohio: 
Section 1. A proportion shall be sub- 
mitted to tbe electors of this state at the 
next election fur members of the general 
assembly, to amend the constitution of 
the state of Ohio so that sections 18 to 
32. both Inclusive, of article II, shall be 
spectlvely be numbered as sections 19 to 
33; and sections 16 and 18 of such article 
bo so amended as to read as follows: 


ARTICLE II. 
less rer!»ssed in the manner herein pre- 
scribed trr the repassage of a bill. 


Sec. 
2. This amendment shall take ef- 
Sectlon 16. Every bill shall be fully and 
distinctly read on three separate days, 
unless, In 
case 
of urgency, 
three- 
fourths of tha members elected to

house in which it shall be pending-, shall 
dispense with this rule; but the reading 
of a bill on its final passage shall in no 
case be dispensed with. No bill sball 
contain more than one subject, which 
shall be clearly expressed In its title;

amended shall be repealed. 


Sec. 
IS. Every biii passed by the gen- 
eral assembly shall, before it can be- 
come a law, be presented to the gover- 
nor for his approval. If 
he approve 
it, he can (shall) sign It. If he do not 
approve it, he shall send It with his ob- 
jections In 
writing, to the 
house In 
which it originated which may then re- 
consider the vote on us passage. If two- 
thirds of the members elected to that 
house then agree to repass tha bill, It 
shall be sent, with the objections of the 
governor, to the other house, which may 
also reconsider the vote on its passage. 
If two-thirds of the members elected to 
that house then agree to repass !t,it shall 
become a law, notwithstanding the ob- 
jections of the governor. If a bill shall 
not be returned by the governor within 
ten days. Sundays excepted, after being 
presented to him, It shall become a law, 
unless the general assembly by adjourn- 
ment prevent its return; in which case, 
it shall become a law unless, within ten 
days after such adjournment.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO 


CONSTITUTION OF OHIO. 


JOINT RJGSOTjTBTION 


To Amend Section Two of Article Twelve 


of the Constitution of Ohio. 


Be it resolved by tbe General Assembly 


of the State of Ohio: 
Section 1. That a. proposition shall be 
submitted to the electors of the state of 
Ohio, on 'the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November, 190S,,to amend sec- 
tion two of article twelve of the consti- 
tution of tha state of Ohio, so that it 
«lfSll read as follows-. 
ARTICLE XH 
Finance and Taxation. 


Sec. 2. The General Assembly shall have 
power to establish and maintain an equit- 
able system for raising state and local 
revenue. It may classify the subjects of 
taxation so far as their differences jus- 
tify the same in order to secure a just 
return from each. All taxes and other 
charges shall be imposed for public pur- 
poses only and shall be- just to each sub- 
ject. The power of taxation shall never 
be surrendered, suspended or contracted 
away. Bonds of the state of Ohio, bonds 
of any city, village, hamlet, county or 
township in this state and bonds issued 
in behalf of the public schools of Ohio 
and the means of instruction In connec-

The corner stone of the new Chris-1 


tiau Union church on the corner of 
Maple and Norton avenues will

laid on Sunday afternoon svith appro- 
priate ceremonies. The church wall 
be a handsome one, built of cement 
blocks, and worthy of the beautiful 
homes of the North End. It will seat 
500 people, will have a basement Sun- 
day school room, and will1 cost $5,000. 
The history of the church in .brief is 
as follows:

Coshocton, began a tent meeting on 
the corner of Maple avenue and Man- 
ning street, which resulted in 
the 


conversion of a large number of peo- 
ple. 
The downtown churches were 


too far away to attend services, so 
they desired a church im the North 
End where it was much needed. 


In August, 1907. the North Newark 


Christian Union church 
svas organ- 


ized with a membership of more than 
•a. hundred. The church now has 
a 


membership of 165, a Sunday school 
with an enrollment of 125, and a 
Young Peoples' society of 35 mem- 
bers. 


As soon as the church was organ- 


ized money was raised and .two lots 
on the corner of Maple and Norton 
avenues were purchased, and a cottage 
built for temporary worship. This is 
now valued w ith the lot upon which 
it stands at $1,500. 


As soon as these were paid for the 


congregation began plans for a perma- 
nent house "of worship, the founda- 
tion of which has now been completed 
and paid for. Subscriptions, covering 
the greater part of the estimated 
cost of the new structure 
have al- 


ready been secured, and the building 
will be pushed to completion at the 
earliest possible time. Rev. I. B. Dil- 
lon has the work in charge and is act- 
ing as temporary pastor.
